WASHINGTON, April 
23.—The presi- 
dent yesterday sent the followiug mes- 
sage to congress on the lubor troubles: 
To the Senate aud House of Repreeeutatives: 


I am so deeply impressed with the 
importance of thoughiluliy meeting the 
problem wtiich recejit events and the 
present condition have thrubt upon ns, 
involving the settlemeut of tho disputes 
arising between our laboriug men and 
their employer?, that I am constrained 
to recommend to congress legislation 
upon this serious and preesing subject. 
Under our form of government the va] ue 
of labor us an element of national pros- 
perity should be distinctly recognized 
and the welfare of the laboring man 
shonld be regarded as especially entitled 
to legislative care, in a country which 
offers to all its citizeEs the attain- 
ment 
of the highest 
social and 
political distinction. 
Bearing in Ins 
hand an inaispeusible contribution to 
our growth and prognss, the luboricg 
man may well insist, with manly courage 
and as his right ^upon the same recngui- 
tion from our laws as is accorded to any 
other citizen. 
Having a valuable iuter- 
€Bt in charge his reasonable demands 
shonld be met in sucli a spirit of re con- 
ciliation and fairness, as shall produce a 
contented and patriotic co-operation in 
the achievement of a grand national des- 
tiny. 
While the real interests cf labor 
are not promoted by a resort to threatn 
and violent manifestations and while 
those who, under the pretext of an ad- 
vocacy of the claims of labor wantonly 
attack the rights of capital and for reck- 
less purposes, or the love of disorder sow 
the seeds of di8content,8hould bequelled, 
all legislation should be calm. 


The present condition of tbe ielations 
between labor and capital are tar from 
BatiBfaotory. 
This disconteut is due, in 
a l ^ g e degree, to the graspiug, heedless 
action of the employers aud the allei^jed 
discrimination in favor oi trapital as an 
object of government attention. 
It must 
also be conceded that the luboriug men 
are not always careful to avoid caiisclegs 
and unjustiiiable disturbances. 
Tiiough 
the importance of better uccord beiwi-en 
these interests is apparent, we must bear 
in mind that any eflbrt by the federal 
government must be gre itly limited by 
constitutional restrictions. 
There are 
many grievances which legislation by 
congress cannot redress and many con- 
ditions which cannot by such means be 
reformed. 


While something may be done under 
federal authority to prevent the dislnrb- 
ances which so often arise from dispute« 
between employers aud employed, which 
at times seriously threaten the busineBB 
interests of tbe country, iu my opinion 
the proper theory upon which to proceed 
is that voluntary arl)itrati<»n is the best 
means of settling these rlifiiculties. But 
I 
suggest that instead of arbitrators 
chosen in the heat of conflicting claim;-; 
there be created a commiH.-ion of labor 
consistiug of three members, who shall 
be regular officers of the government, 
charged, among other duties, with the 
consideration 
and settlement, 
when 
possible, of controversies between em- 
ployer and employe. Its members, as 
they 
gained 
experience would con- 
stantly improve in their ability to deal 
intelligently aud usefully with the ques- 
tions which might be submitted to them. 
If arV)itrators are chosen for temporary 
services in each case of dispute which 
arises, experience and familiarity with 
much that is involved in the questions, 
will be lacking. 
Extreme partisanship 
and bias will be theqaalitications sought 
on either side and frequent complaints 
of unfairness and partiality will be inev- 
itable. 
The devolving of this duty npon 
a federal court, is at least of doubtful 
propriety. 
The establishment i >y feder- 
al authority of - uch a bureau would be a 
juBt and sensible recognition of the value 
of labor and of its right to be represented 
in the departments of the government. 
8o far as its concilliatory offices had re- 
lation to di8turV>ance8 which interfered 
with transit and commerce between tbe 
states it» existence 
would be juHtitied 
under the provisions of the constitution, 
which gives to congress the power to 
regulate commerce with foreign nations 
and among the several states. 
In the 
frequent disputes betweeu laboring men 
and their employers, tlie consequence of 
which are confined within state limits 
i^d threatened domestic violence, the 
interposition of such a commission, 
might be tendered upon the application 
of the legislature or executive of a state, 
under the constitutional provision which 
requires 
tbe general 
government 
to 
"protect" 
each 
of the states 
"against domestic violence." 
If such a 
oommiesion were fairly organized the 
risk of a loss of popular support and 


sympathy resulting from a refusal to 
submit to such an instrumentality would 
constrain both parties to such disputes, 
to invoke interference and abide by its 
decisions. 
There would also be good 
rsason to hope that that the very exist- 
ence of such a body would invite appli- 
cation to it for advice and counsel fre- 
quently resulting in the avoidance of 
contention and misunderstanding. 


If the usefulness of such a commission 
is doubtful, because it might lack power 
to enforce its decisions, much encour- 
agement is derived from the conceded 
good that has been accomplished by the 
railroad-commissions which have been 
organized and which, having little more 
than advisory power, have exerted a 
most salutary influence in the settlement 
of disputes between conflicting interests. 


In Juiy, 1884, by a law of congress, a 
bureau of labor was established and 
placed in charge of a committee of labor 
of whom it is required to "collect infor- 
mation ui on the subject of labor,its rela- 
tions to capital, the hours of labor, and 
the earnings of laboring men and women 
and the means of promoting their mate 
rial, social and intellectual prosperity. 
The commission thus already organized 
might be utilized by the addition of two 
more commissioners ajid by supplement- 
ing the duties now imposed upon it, by 
giving such powers and functions as 
would permit the commishioners to act 
as arbitrators when necessary, between 
labor and capital, under such limitations 
and upon tiuch occasions as should be 
deemed })roper and usetul. Power should 
also be distinctly conferred upon this 
hurean, t(» iuvestigute the causes of all 
disputes as they occur, whether submit- 
ted or not for arbitration, so that infor- 
mation may always be at hand to aid leg- 
islation ou the subject when necessary 
and desirable.

The house met aud immediately went 
into committee of the whole, Wellborn, 
of Texas, in the chair, ou the river and 
harbor appropriation bill. 


For an hour the bill was considered, 
and some little progress made, and a few 
moments before noon the committee rose 
and the house adjourned. 


The session of Friday was opened with 
prayer by the chaplain, and the presi 
dent's meHsage upon the labor troubles 
having been read by Ihe clerk, Mr. 
Spririirer 
moved its refereniie to the 
committee on labor, with 
instructions 
that tiie committee report ou it by bill 
or otherwise on or before May 15. 


Mr. Hammond, of Georgia, thought 
there was no reason to believe the com- 
mittee would not act dilifiently and it 
was unusual to instruct the committee 
on such matters. 
Mr. Butterworth, of 
Ohio, moved to refer the message to 
a committee ot the whole. 


This gave rise to a short, but interest- 
ing discussion in which the message 
was warmly commended by Randall, of 
Pennsylvania; McCrary, of Kentucky', 
and others. 
It was finally referred to 
the committee on labor, with instruc- 
tioEs to report on it on or before May 
15.

LouisviLiiE, April 23.—Father Abram 
Ryan, the "poet priett" died last night 
from brain fever. 


This is a solemn day in the Lutheran 
church, and communicants of that be- 
lief suspend business to attend divine 
worship, consequently the stores of most 
eveiy Lutheran were closed to-day. 


In the Catholic church Good Friday 
reveals the church expressing in her 
whole office the deepest compunction 
and mourning over the death of the Sa- 
viour, 
The altars are bare, the crucifix 
is covered with a black veil till the pros- 
tration, and no naasses said or sacrifices 
ofiered, except the holy Bacrament. None 
receive the holy communion except the 
priestly celebrant of the office and the 
sick in danger of death. 
On Good Fri- 
day prayers are sent up for all stages of 
men in or out of tbe church. 
During 
tbe service in the morning, the crucifix, 
covered, is held up by a priest, who un- 
covers each of the wounds seperately. 
The 
image is afterwards placed on a 
cushion outside the altar, when it re- 
ceives the osculatory acts of reverence 
on the part of the faithful. 


The last services preliminary to Easter 
are those of Holy Saturday. 
The most 
important, the blessing of tbe Paschal 
caudle, emblem of the resurrected Christ, 
of the baptismal front and of the Easter 
water. 
The Pnschal candle has five 
grains of frankincense, each grain repre- 
senting a wound in the divine body. 
This candle consecration is generally 
peiformed by the deacon. 
The burial 
of the Lord and his descent into hell are 
the principal themes engaging the minds 
of the devout on this day, and present 
such a contrast to the joys of the day 
following as to impress the importance 
of the resurrection upon every worshiper. 
Ancieni ly the church allowed no mass to 
be said on that day to impress thefdeep 
mourning for the loss of her divine 
spouse; at present, however, the office 
and mass of the resurrection which 
were formerly said at midnight are per- 
formed a little before noon.

Its Busiuess in Detailed in a 
Keadable Way. 


WASHINGTON, April '23.—At to-day's 
session of the house select committee on 
the labor difficulties in the southwest, 
Frederick S. Turner, gen eral secretary 
and treasurer of the Knights of Labor, 
was examined. 
He stated there were 
were tiventy-one district assemblies of 
Knights of Labor in the United States, 
with about 6,000 local assemblies. In 
these local assemblies there were from 
1,000 to 3,000 members. 
The Knights 
oit Labor had no political object and did 
non seek to influence legislation. He 
had known of no such movement on 
their part. 


Mr. Parker handed to the witness a 
petition in iavor of the unlimited coin- 
age of tbe standard silver dollar, pur- 
porting to be signed by seven hundred 
local assemblies. 


Mr, Turner stated that he had never 
seen or heard of tbe petition before, but 
that the organization did not deny the 
right of any assembly to petition con- 
gress. It was not responsible as a body 
for the action of any p irticular assembly. 
This movement iu favor of the unlimited 
coinage of silver was not a general move- 
ment of the Knights of Labor. Mr. 
Turner went on to describe the inter- 
view 
which he and his colleague. 
Bailey, had had with 
Hoxie in 
St. 
Louis. 
He said Hoxie's treat- 
ment of them was very commendafile. 
Turner said the central lodge had no 
power to order the strike, but could 
approve or disapprove. 
This strike 
had never been approved. He presumed 
the Knights would not refuse the return 
to work if ordered to do so by the grand 
master. 
Being questioned on the sub- 
ject of arbitration Turner said he had 
read the president's message on that 
point and thoroughly agreed with it. 
He believed there should be some fixed 
tribunal of arbitration, not one raised 
on the spur of the moment. 
He would 
like to see arbitration cumpulsory.

A SURPRISING surgical operation Ld 
being performed in a New York hospital. 
Chris. Doll, a German 31 years old, 
had his arm badly burned. 
His case ia 
another 
illustration of the evils ol 
smoking. 
He fell asleep with a lighted 
pijîe in his mouth. 
The fire from the 
bowl set his coat sleeve on fire and hia 
right arm from the wTist to the elbow 
was terribly burned. 
He went to the 
hospital and was very little better than 
a living skeleton. This was two months 
ago. 
Now he is stronger and they are 
grafting pieces of flesh cut from his 
side on his wounded arm. These minor 
operations were performed several days 
apart and without the use of any other 
than a local anœsthetic. 
Everything 
had gone on so well that about ten days 
ago it was determined to begin the 
more important part of the operation, 
which consisted in covering up a large 
portion of the arm at one time "vvith 
flesh. 
The patient was first put under 
the influence of an anaesthetic. 
Then 
all the cicatricial tissue upon the upper 
arm was scraped with a knife until it 
bled profusely and was entirely raw. 
While the arm was held away froin the 
body two incisions were made about 
three inches apart running 
upward 
from the small ribs for about seven 
inches. 
At the lower end of these in- 
cisions a crosscut was made, and then 
the strip of flesh was dissected up from 
the ribs, the full length of the incision, 
making a large 
flap. 
This was left 
united at the upper end. Then the 
patient's arm was brought close to his 
side and this loose flap was laid over on 
the raw flesh of the arm and carefully 
pressed and fitted into position. 
When 
this had been done there was s ^ a 
large section of the upper back arm re- 
maining uncovered. Two incisions were 
again made similar to the first two, run- 
uing up and down the upper portion of 
the side of the back. 
The flesh was 
thick at this point, and pei mitted a free 
dissection. 
Then the two flaps were 
securely fastened into position by long 
bands of sticking plaster, while larger 
bands were run ovfr the lower portion 
of the arm and around the abdomen 
and back, and interlaced so that all 
motion of the arm w^as stopped. 
After 
the whole wound had been covered wdth 
an antiseptic dressing, the ether cone 
was taken oflf the patient's face and hp" 
Boon recovered 'lonsciousnesa

THE history of lake marine fumishet 
an incident in singular accord with the 
ingenious theory of the cause of the 
Oregon disaster. In 1862, on Lake 
Superior during a dense fog, the steam- 
boat Dlinois ran into the schooner 
Oriole while both were moving in the 
same direction. The Oriole, which was 
deeply laden ^ t h iron ore, was struck 
on the port quarter, close to the stern, 
and sunk so suddenly that every soul 
on board, save one, was lost. The 
cook was in some way hurled over- 
board by the shock of the collision, 
and, instinctively throwing out his 
hands, caught hold of a floating object, 
which proved to be the schooner's yawl, 
with the davits hanging to her. All 
that was seen of the schooner from 
the 
steamer 
was her 
mainboom, 
which 
swung 
over 
when she was 
struck. 
In this instance the captain 
of the steamer, apprehending that she 
was seriousuly injured, headed her 
for shore, but, upon ascertaining that 
the damage done was comparatively 
trivial put about in search of the 
schooner, not a trace of which could be 
found. 
When the fog lifted the cook 
was rescued by a passing vessel, and 
his story served to clear up what might 
have remained another of the unsolved 
mysteries of the deep.

As They Are Found In £ngrland 
And In Italy. 


[Special Correspondence.! 


MILAN, April 3.—Though royalty in Eng- 
land is shorn of much of its old awful power 
3uid prestige, though a dash of its pen can no 
longer doom noble heads to the block, nor a 
k>uch of its hand cure "the king's evil," 
English conservatives still act and speak as 
ihough the queen were some superhuman 
personage—a demi-goddess a t least, and any 
unbending which should approach to ordi- 
nary merry-making and vulgar jollity on 
her part would be regarded with regret and 
alarm. 
W h a t would they have thought if 
even years ago, in the pre-Albertine age, 
they had seen their august sovereign publicly 
giving way to fun and frolic, flinging herself 
freely into the universal joy of the people's 
holiday, as we saw the queen of Italy 
a 
few years 
ago, in carnival 
time, 
on her balcony in the Corso, a t Rome, 
flinging 
and catching bouquets and light 
bon bonières and on Mocoletti 
night, sti*ug- 
gling to guard her mocolo (with candle) from 
extinction, and to extinguish the candles of 
the ladies and g-entlemen of her suite, laugh- 
ing the while like a very schoolgirl. 
Before 
this scene of royal unbending the Italians in 
the street below neither stood agajje, as a t a 
marvel, nor shook their heads, as at an im- 
propriety, however, it m a y have astonished 
and scandalized certain English residents and 
Cook's tourists. To thè Roman people the 
face of la regina, 
Margarita, now growing 
matronly, but still comely, is a sight as fa- 
miliar as it is pleasant. 
She and the king 
are frequently seen driving about the streets 
in an open carriage, unpreceded by outriders, 
unprotected by guards—a plainly 
dressed 
pair sitting: side by side, a royal Darby and 
Joan. 
Humbert usually holds the reins, and 
is kept very btisy managing his spirited ani- 
mals and doffing his h a t to acknowledge the 
respectful salutes of strangers, and the occa- 
sional cheers, hearty, but not noisy, of his 
people. 


It is understood that both the king and 
queen prefer to come and go quietly, and so 
they are neyer mobbed by id!e and curious 
crowd.s. 
When here in Milan, where they 
are exceedingly popular, it is only by acci- 
flent that we see them in the streets. W e 
notice the doffing of a few hats; we hear a 
murmur of glad recognition; we look the 
way others are looking, and see the royal 
liveries, the royal carriage, and take our share 
oC H u m b e r f s grave salute and Mai'garite's 
winning smile. 


Just liefore Chi-istmas the queen of Italy 
visited the principal shops of Rome, accom- 
panied only by one of her ladies, and chose 
and purchased all the presents for her famUy 
and household. 
If the Princess of Wale» 
should attempt such a tour of Regent and 
Oxford streets, those fa.shionable thorough- 
fares would 
presently 
become 
impassable 
for 
the eager, 
staring, 
pushing, 
rude 
crowds. 
In truth, a greater contrast could 
scarcely be than that between the English 
and Italian ro^'al living and loyal feeling. 
In nothing is the difterence more marked 
than in traveling. 
A I>ondon journal, in re- 
cording one of her majesty's visits to the 
venerable Duchess of Cambridge, says: 


"The most extravagant precautions were 
taken at Paddington (by orders sent from 
Windsor) to secure privacy for her majesty, 
and there was quite as thorough a clearance 
as there used to l)e in the streets of Bagdad 
when the sultan's daughter went to the bath. 
Every human being on the aiTival side of the 
station was peremptorily ordered off, to the 
infinite inconvenience of the numerous per- 
sons who had gone to meet friends who were 
coming up by the trains 
then due; and 
when these trains arrived the passengei-s who 
came by thom were rushed away almost be- 
fore they could obtain their luggage." 


There is, perhaps, some reason for "ex- 
travagant preeaution.s" 
when the imperial 
target of Feniqins and madmen, the most 
secluded aud shot-at sovereign of Europ>e 
travels, but who wants to kill Edinburgh and 
Connaught and their 
dull duchesses, or 
Louise and her marquis, or Beatrice and her 
morganatic 
prince, that they must depart, 
journey and arrive with the same ponipotis 
privacy and fussy exclusiveness ? One stormy 
morning last year all the through pas-sengera 
from Bouloi^ne to Folkstone found them.selves 
forbidden to embark on the company's regu- 
lar packet, a large, new steamer, because it 
had been reserved for the Duke and Duchess 
of Edinburgh, who were about to cross. The 
poor travelei-s, 
having no choice, 
were 
obliged to put up with and put off in a little 
old steamer, ' which burst a cylinder soon 
after starting, and, no help being a t hand, 
drifted along the French coast all day and 
nearly all night. A large number of men, 
women and children (happily ordinary, un- 
titled fieoiile) werf- compelled to endure untold 
agonies from anxiet}- and seasickness. 


They were reported as "behaving 
very 
well"—the ladies "i-efraining from screaming, 
even when the cylinder burst." 
Angels and 
princesses could do no more. A few victims, 
English Radicals and bumptious Amoz-icans 
made a slight outcry, but the matter was 
soon hushetl up. There seems to be no rem- 
edy for such things in England, short of a 
revolution. Not so much because of the pride 
or selfi-shness of the royal familj^ as of the 
inveterate 
flunkeyism of the officials who 
manage their departures and receptions and 
perpetual i>ereginations. 


Italian 
royalty 
travels from 
Rome to 
Monza—to Venice, to Naples—here, there and 
everywhere \vithout an3'- especial parade or 
trouble, without disturbing ordinary 
rail- 
way arrangements, or inconveniencing ordi- 
nary travelers. 
All who wish to see how 
the king atid the young princo look, or how 
the queen is di e.s.sed, can go to the stations 
and be gratified. 
When bound on a visit of 
state or a pleasure excursion, they have a 
special ti-ain, but for ordinary occasions they 
content themselves with the regular train. 
When the queen is not with him the king 
takas an ordinary 
first 
chbss 
carriage. 
Everywhere he goe,s old soldiers 
claim 
the 
privilege 
of 
shaking 
hands 
with 
the son of Vittorio 
Emanuele, and he 
never df-clines. 
When he stopped here for 
a half-hour on his way to Monza, after his 
perilous 
mission to Naples, an old Gari- 
baldian pressed his way u p to the platform 
on which the hero stood acknowledging the 
mighty cheers of the people, and in a spirit 
of comradeship was stretching up his hand 
when the train started. 
Finding, or fancy- 
ing, himself in danger, he endeavored to 
climb on to the platform, and to help himself 
actually seized hold of iJhe leg of the king, 
who insteail of repulsing the intruder with 
fear or contempt bent and laughingly lifted 
him to his feet, afterward giving him the 
coveted "shake hand," to the delight of the 
crowd. 
The Italians are no flunkeys; they 
like well to recognize in their rulers that 
"touch of nature which makes the whole 
world kin." It is their sublime isolation and 
preterjjaturai .sanctity which prevent popes 
from I'ver being popular potentates. 


King Humbert has a quick perception of 
true manliness and bravery, and possesses 
that "most excellent thing" in princes, presi- 
dantM and politicians—a good memory. 
Dxu^ 
ini; a r*c«n6 visit (» Pordonon« h® ^»ve 


andience to a mmmon soldier named Gar- 
baecio, of the corps of Bersa^lieri, who petif 
tioned for a modest post a t Rome. 
He was 
poor and without court influence, b u t he 
wore on his honest breast three medals of 
honor, two military and one civil, the last 
for valor displayed during the great inun- 
dations of 1882, and he needed no other rec- 
ommendation. 
The greetings on both sides 
were very simple. 
The king advanced with 
extended hand, saying: "I salute you, Ber- 
saglieri!" 
"Sair« 
Maesta!" 
replied Gar- 
baecio, and would have kissed that 
hand 
but 
Humbert drew it back, 
exclaiming, 
"What a soldierr 
Then he added, "I re- 
member to have seen you in Rome in via 
venti Setfembre, 
one d a y when I was i-etum- 
ing to m y house and also once on the Pin- 
cio." For full twenty minutes he retained 
his visitor, encouraging him to talk freely, to 
relate his story and explain his wishes 
and plans, which were for a service near his 
sovereign, who now promised to attend to his 
case as soon as he should return to Rome; 
and the promi.se of Humbert holds. 
When, 
after being made thus content, the Bersaglieri 
was taking leave, he impulsively caught the 
king's hand and gratefully kissed it. "O, 
you know, you ought not to do that," said 
Humbert. 
"Pardon, your majesty. I t was 
a theft—a theft not contemplated in t h e 
code." 


Neither the king nor queen of Italv are 
afraid of the crowd, and expressions of bois- 
terous loyalty, even of undue familiarity, 
rather amuse than startle them. 
In England 
it is vastly different. 
Last year the Prince 
and Princess of Wales visited Leicester, and 
there were the usual triumphal arches, young 
ladies in white scattering 
flowers, 
scared 
officials stammering out speeches before them, 
and general "high jinks" in their honor. Most 
of the crowd had begun 
drinking 
their 
health at an early hour, and one young 
man thus doubly 
intoxicated 
with 
malt 
liquors and loyalty, and fired with admira- 
tion for the sweet, smiling face of the prin- 
cess, pushed his way through the guards to 
the side of the carriage, and actually stretched 
out his hand, imploring a friendly touch of her 
daintily gloved 
fingers. Of course it was im- 
possible for the great and stately lady to grant 
his impertinent request, but, shocked and ter- 
rified, she emphasized her refusal by striking 
the extended hand smartly with her parasol, 
which not very brave act, accompanied by a 
little scream, was the signal for the culprit to 
be seized by the police, hooted and hustled b y 
the crowd and hurried off to prison—and 
soon all England was shuddering over the 
audacious act of the young man by the name 
of We!ker<liiie. 


The Prince of Wales once appeared as a 
witneas in a court of justice. I t was in the 
famous Mordaunt divorce case. 
He appeared 
to swear himself 
clear of a very dam- 
aging, 
though 
doubtless 
insane, 
charge, 
and 
be did it 
right 
manfully, hav- 
ing 
no conscientious 
scruples 
against 
taking the iron-clad oath of his fathers— 
though the judge who administered it paled 
a t the dire necessity of clinching with the 
gospel and the pentateuch, the word of the 
first gentleman of the land, and all England 
was excited over the lamentable 
leveling 
event. 


One day last year 
Rome 
conten.plated 
without a shudder or a shrug the sight of 
King 
Humbert in the witness box of a 
police 
court, 
testifying 
in a 
case in 
which no lords or ladies 
figured, 
only 
common 
people. 
A 
shopkeeper 
named 
Marmzoni had unfortunately 
injured a 
little girl by riding over her in the street, 
and the king, who by chance had \vitnessed 
the accident, volunteered to come forward 
and testify that in his opinion the man was 
not to blame—as, in fact, the horse was run- 
ning atvay and quite out of the rider's con- 
trol 


When, in the first year of his reign, a mad 
Communist attempted the life of Humbert, 
in the presence of his devoted wife, the 
ciy of both to the enraged 
crowd was, 
"Don't 
kill 
the man!" and when the 
poor 
wretch 
was condenrmed 
to death 
the 
king 
persisted 
in commuting his 
punishment. 
A week or two ago the 
crazy 
or desperate London photographer who at- 
tempted to blackmail the Prince of Wales 
was sentenced to seven years penal servitude. 
The jud^e, 
while 
performing his painful 
duty, 
remarked 
that the gracious 
prince 
"having the courage and the generosity of 
his race" would have been satisfied with a 
lighter punishment, but that he could not in 
these tiines of disaffection and dynamite do 
less in conscience than 
inflict the utmost 
penalty of the law. 
A still severer sentence, 
and one which called forth expressions of sur- 
prise and regret an English journals, was 
that pronounced on Alliert Young, a railway 
clerk, 17 years old, who wrote fco Sir Henry 
Ponsonby, the queen's .secretary, 
represent- 
ing himself as a Roman Catholic priest and 
saying that if the sum of £2,000 was not sent 
to 
him within 
a 
given 
time 
ener- 
getic 
measures 
would 
bo taken by 
him 
and his band 
of 
fifty 
Irish 
evicted tenants to suppress the head of the 
English church and the sovereign of Great 
Britain, India and the colonies. 
"Mad as a 
March hai-e," surely. The jury recommended 
the prisoner to mercy, on the ground of his 
possible insanity and his positive youth. B u t 
Mr. Justice Lopes, refusing to heed the 
humane plea, sentenced the wretched boy to 
ten years' penal servituda 
I t was the mur- 
der of a life. 


The Italian 
royal 
family are not 
rich; 
f a r from it; but they give most generously 
in proportion to their means and without os- 
tentation, while their gifts and benefactions 
are received with no great gushing of grati- 
tude, with no surjjrise or servility. I remem- 
ber being amused by an account of the re- 
ception of a donation from the good queen of 
England by a certain religious society near 
Liverpool. 
A petition had been sent to her 
majesty, stating that they were in need of 
funds for church repaii-s and also that his ma^ 
jesty's lamented mother, her royal highness 
the Duchess of Kent, had once graciously 
granted them assistance. The queen sent £20. 
The news of this imperial largess—tidings of 
great joy—being proclaimed a t an evening 
meeting of the troubled congregation, they 
all dissolved 
into tears and the national 
anthem, and adjourned. 


Uljon the whole, I think the loyalty of 
English people Ls excessive and too effusive, 
and will make things harder for those in high 
places when the great struggle (doubtless f a r 
distant) shall c:ome between the people and 
iill unclccted, unselected rulers. A revolu- 
tion would deal gently with a republic, would 
let down easily the house of Savoy; but how 
would it be with the house of Brunswick?

This is the ostensible and out- 
spoken reason; but there is a dearer one still 
and a nearer one. It is that rich men are 
roaming over the coast in great numbers, 
anxious to marry without respect to age, 
color, or pievious condition of servitude.

Ha Recommends. a National Board o; 


Arbitration to Solve Labor 


His Message Discussed in the House 


and a Report Ordered for 


May 15. 


THE LABOK PROBLEM. 


President Cleveland Oives Ills 


Views at Length. 


By Telegraph to THE SKNTINBL. 


"WASHINGTON, April 23.—Tlio presi- 


dent yesterday sent tbe following m 
8age to congress on tho labor troubles: 
To the Senate and HOIIEC of Representatives: 


I am so deeply impressed with tlie 


importance of thoughtfully meeting the 
problem wnioh reacut events nuct the 
present condition have thrust upon UB, 
involving the settlement of tho disputes 
axis tug between oar laboring meu and 
their employers, that I am constrained 
to recommend to oongrepH legislation 
upon this Bcriotm and pressing subject. 
Under oar form of government the value 
of labor us an element of national pros- 
perity should be distinctly recognized 
and the welfare of the laboring mnn 
should be regarded as especially entitled 
to legislative care, in a country, which 
offers to all its 
citiKens the attain- 


ment 
of 
the 
highest 
social 
and 


political distinction. 
Bearing in his 


-hand an imnHpensiblo contribution to 
our growth and progrtss, the laboring 
man may well insist,, with inunly courtigu 
and aa his right'upon the same recogni- 
tion from our laws as is accorded to uuy 
other citizen. 
Having a valuable inter- 


est in obargo his rcaHounblo demands 
should be met in euch u tpirit of recon- 
ciliation aud faiiucBS, as t>hnll produce n 
contented and patriotic co-operution in 
the achievement of a grand national dtH- 
tiny. 
"While the real interests uf labor 


are not promoted by a resort to threats 
and violent muuifesUitious aud while 
those who, under the pretext of an ad- 
vocacy of the claims of labor wantonly 
attack the rights of capital and for reck- 
less purposes, or the love of disorder HOW 
tho seeds of discoutent,should be quelled, 
all legislation should be calm. 


The present coudition ol tbe relations 


between labor nnd capital are far from 
satisfactory. 
Thin discontent is duo, iu 


a largo degree, to the graspiug, heedless 
action of the employers ami the alleged 
discrimination iu favor of capital as an 
object of government attention. It must 
also be conceded that the laboring in«u 
are not always careful to avoid cauii'lees 
and unjustifiable disturbances. Though 
the importauce of better uecord betwveu 
these interests is apparent, ive must benr 
in mind that any effort hy the federal 
government must be grn itly limited hy 
constitutional restrictions. There 
»ro 


many grievances which legislation by 
congress cannot redress and mnuy con- 
ditions which cannot by such means be 
reformed. 


"While something may bo done under 


federal authority to prevent the disturb- 
ances which t?o oftun arise fi'om disputes 
between employers aud employed, whic!) 
at times seriously threaten the business 
interests of tbo country, in my opinion 
the proper theory upon which to proceed 
is that voluntary nrbitmtion is tho 'best 
means of settling-these, difficulties. 
But 


I suggest that instead of arbitrator* 
chosen in the heat of conflicting olninw 
there be created a com mint-km of labor 
consisting of three members, who fihjiil 
be regular otlicnrs of the government, 
charged, among other duties, •with the 
consideration 
and 
settlement, 
when 


possible, of controversies between em- 
ployer aud employe. Its members, as 
they gained 
experience would con- 


stantly improve in their ability to deal 
intelligently and usefully with the ques- 
tions which might be submitted fotliem. 
If arbitrators are chosen for temporary 
services in each case of dispute whioli 
arises, experience and familiarity with 
mucli thiifc is involved in tho questions, 
will bn lucking. 
Extreme partisanship 


and bins will bothoqualiticutious sought 
on either side and frequent complaints 
of unfairness and partiality will be inev- 
itable; The devolving of this duty upon 
a federal court, is at least of doubtful 
propriety. Tho establishment i>y feder- 
al authority of - uoh a bureau would be u 
just and sensible recognition, of tho value 
of labor and of its right to bo represented 
in the departments of tho government. 
So faros its concilliatory oflieeH hud ru- 
lation to disturbances which interfered 
with transit and commerce- between the 
states ita existence would bo justiliod 
under the provisions of tbocoiiHtitntioii, 
which gives to congress tho power to 
regulate commerce with foreign nations 
and among tho novoral states. 
In tliu 


frequent disputes botwnoii laboring moii 
and their employoi'H, tho consequence of 
whioli are coniinetl within stutn limits 
and threatened'domestic uolence, the 
iulcrp'osition of such 
a commission, 


might bo tendered upon'tho application 
of tho legislature, or (ixocutivo of u Ht-iito, 
undor tho constitutional provituon which 
required

If the usefulness of such a commission 


is doubtful, because it might lack power 
to enforce its decisions, much encour- 
agement is derived from the conceded 
good that has be<m accomplished by tho 
railroad •commissions which have beon 
organized and which] having little more 
than advisory power, have exerted a 
most salutary influence in the settlement 
of disputes between conflicting interests. 


In Juiy, 1884, by a law of congress, a 


bureau of labor was established and 
placed in charge of a committee of labor 
of whom it is required to "collect infor- 
mation ui on the subject of labor.its rela- 
tions to capital, the hours of labor, and 
the earnings of laboring men and women 
aud the means of promoting their mate- 
rial, social and intellectual prosperity." 
The commission thus already organized 
might be utilized by the addition of two 
more commiBsioners and by supplement- 
ing tbe duties now imposed upon it, by 
giving such, powers and functions as 
would permit the commishioners to act 
as arbitrators when necessary, between 
labor and capital, under such Hmitatioiih 
and upon euch occasions as should bo 
deemed proper and useful. Power should 
also bo distinctly conferred upon this 
bureau, to investigate the causes of all 
disputes as they occur, whether submit- 
ted or not for arbitration, so that infor- 
mation may always ho at hand to aid leg- 
islation on tho subject when necessary 
and desirable.

- A sTjnptiisiNG surgical operation id 
being performed in a New York hospital. 
Chris. Boll, a German 31 years old, 
had his arm badly burned. His case is 
another illustration of the evils oi 
smoliing. Ho fell asleep Tvith a lighted 
pipe in his mouth. The lire from the 
bowl set his coat sleeve on fire and 1m 
right arm from the "wrist to the elbow 
\v<is terribly burned. He went to tho 
hospital and was vary little bettor than 
a living skeleton. This was two months 
ago. 
Kov he is stronger and they are 


grafting pieces of flesh cut from his 
side on his wounded arm. These minor 
operations were performed several days 
apart and without the use of an}' other 
than a local antithetic. Everything 
had gone on so well that about ten days 
ago it was determined to begin the 
more important part of the operation, 
which consisted in covering up a large 
portion of the arm at one time with 
flesh. The patient was first put under 
the influence of an ancesthetio. Then 
all the cieatricial tissue upon tho upper 
arm was scraped with a knife until it 
bled profusely and was entirely raw. 
"While the arm was held away from the 
body .two incisions were made about 
three inches apart running upward 
from the small ribs for about seven 
inches. At the lower end of these in- 
cisions a crosscnt was made, and then 
the strip of flesh was dissected up from 
the ribs, the full length of the incision, 
making a large flap. This was left 
united at the upper end. Then the 
patient's arm was brought close to his 
side und this loose flap was laid over on 
thn raw flesh of the arm and carefully 
pressed and jilted into position. When 
this had been done there was still a 
large section of the upper back arm re- 
maining uncovered. Two inciflions were 
again made similar to the first two, run- 
ning up and down the upper portion of 
the side of tho back. The flesh was 
thif'k at this point, and permitted a free 
dissection. Then the two flap's were. 
Bfiourcly fastened into position by long 
bands of uticlting plaster, while larger 
bands wore run over the lower portion 
i)f the arm and anmrnt the abdomen 
-ind back, and interlaced so that all 
motion of the arm was stopped.

And In Italy. 


ISpeelBl Corrcnponrtonco.1 


MILAN, April 3.—Though royalty in Eng- 


land la shorn of much of its old awful power 
and prestige, though a dash of its pen can no 
longer doom noble heads to tho block, nor a 
touch of its hand cure "the king's evil," 
English conservatives still net and speak as 
ihough tho queen wcro some puiwrhuinan 
personage—a clena-goddess nb least, and any 
unbending which should approach to ordi- 
nary merry-making and vulgar jollity on 
her part would ho regarded with regfot and 
alarm. What would they have thought if 
even years ago, in the pre-A-lbertino age, 
they had seen thoir august sovereign publicly 
giving way to fun and frolic, flinging herself 
freely into tho universal joy of tho people's 
holiday, as wo saw tho queen of Italy 
a 
few years 
ago, in carnival 
tfmc, 


on hor balcony In tho Corso, at Rome, 
flinging and catching bouquets and light 
6o» bonito-es nnd on Alocoletti night, strug- 
gling to guard her moco/o (with candle) from 
extinction, and to extinguish tho candlos of 
the ladies and gentleman of her suite, laugh- 
ing the while like a very schoolgirl. Before 
this scene of royal unbending the Italians in 
the street below neither stood agape, as at a 
marvel, nor shook their heads, as at an im- 
propriety, however, it may have astonished 
and scandalized certain English residents and 
Cook's tourists. To the Roman people the 
face of la regiii a, Margarita, now growing 
matronly, but still comely, is a sight as fa- 
miliar as it is pleasant She and tho king 
are frequently seen driving about the streets 
in an opon carriage, unprecedcd by outriders, 
unprotected by guards—a plainly dressed 
pair sitting side by side, a royal Darby and 
Jonn. Humbert usually holds tho reins, and 
is kept very busy managing his spirited ani- 
mals and doffing his hat to acknowledge the 
respectful salutes of strangers, and the occa- 
sional cheers, hearty, but not noisy, of his 
people. 


It is understood that both tho king and 


queen prefer to coma and go quietly, and BO 
they are never mobbed by idlo and curious 
crowds. When here in Milnn, where thoy 
are exceedingly popular, it is only by acci- 
dent tlmt we see them in the streets'. 
"Wo 


nobico tho doffing of a few hats; we hoar a 
murmur of glad recognition; we ioofc the 
twiy others are looking, and ECO .the royal 
liveries, the royal carriage, and take our share 
of Humlxjrt's grave salute and Margaritas 
winning smile. 


Just before Christmas the queen of Italy 


visited the principal shops of Rome, accom- 
pam'eU oidy by one of hor ladies, and choso 
and purchased all tho presents for hor family 
and household. 
If the Princess of Wales 


should attempt such a tour of Regent and 
O.ti'ord streets, those fashionable thorough- 
fares would presently become impassable 
for 
tho 
eager, staring, 
pushing, 
rude 


crowds. In truth, a greater contrast could 
scarcely be thim that between tho English 
and Italian royal Jiving nnd loyal feeling. 
In nothing is tho difference, more marked 
than in traveling. A London journal, in re- 
cording one of her majesty's visits to the 
venerable Duchess of Cambridge, says: 


"Tho most extravagant precautions wcro 


taken at Paddington (by orders sent from 
Windsor) to sL-ruro privacy for her majesty, 
and there was quite as thorough a cleiiranco 
as there used to bo in tho streets of Bagdad 
when the sultan's (laughter went to tho bath. 
Every hum tin being uu the arrival side of tho 
station was peremptorily ordered off, to tho' 
infinite inconvenience of tho numerous par- 
sons who had gone to meet friends who were 
coming up by tho trains then due; and 
when those trains arrived tho passengers who 
came by them wcro rushed away almost be- 
fore thoy could obtain their luggaj-o."

travagaut precautions11 when tho imperial 
target of Fenians and madmen, the most 
secluded and shofc-at sovereign of, Europe 
travels, but who wants to kill Edinburgh nnd 
Conmiught and their 
dull duchesses, or 


Louise and hor marquis, or Beatrice aud her 
morganatic 'princo. tnat tn°y rmist df'P'Wt, 
journey and arrive with the samo pompoua 
'privacy and fussy exclusiveness? One stormy 
morning last year all the through passengers 
from Boulogne to Folkstone found themselves 
forbidden to embark on the company's regu- 
lar packet, a large, new steamer, because it 
Lad been reserved for the Duke and Duchess 
of Edinburgh, who were about to crosa 
The 


poor travelers, having 
no choice, were 


obliged to put up with and put oft! in a littlo 
old steamer,' which burst a cylinder soon 
after starting, and, no help being at band, 
drifted along tho French coast all day and 
nearly all night. A large number of men, 
women and children (happily ordinary! un- 
titleil |HK)ple) wore compelled to endure untold 
agonies from anxiety and seasickness.

well"—thn Indira "refraining from screaming, 
even when tho cylinder burst." Angels and 
princesses cotilcl do no more. 
A fiiw victims, 


English Radicals and bumptious Americana 
madu a slight outcry, but the matter was 
soon hushed up. There seem1! to bo no rem- 
edy for such tilings in England, short of a 
revolution. Not so much because- of tho pride 
or selfishness of tho royal family, as of the 
invetorntn llnnkoyism of Ihn ollicmh who 
mnnngo thoir departures and rot-options and 
pcrjMttiiU pereginations. 


Italian royalty travels from Rome to 


MOMXII—to Venice, to Naples—here, there and 
everywhere without any especial parade or 
trouble, without disturbing onlinaiy rail- 
way nrraiigemoiits, or inconveniencing ordt- 
narv travelers. All who wish to sou how 
tho king and the young princo look, or how 
the qurcn is dressed, can go to tho stations 
nnd bu gratified. 
When bound on a visit of 


stfllo or a pltsntiro excursion, thoy have a 
special train, but. for ordinary occasions they 
content Ihpmselvos with tho regular train.

out his hand, imploring a friendly touch of her 
daintily ploved fingers. Of course it'was im- 
possible for tho great and stately lady to grant 
his impertinent request, hut, shocked and ter- 
rified, she emphasized her refusal by striking 
the extended hand smartly with hor parasol, 
which not very bravo act, accompanied by a 
little scream, was the signal fur the culprit to 
be seized by the police, hbnted and hustled by 
the crowd and hurried off to prison—and 
soon all England -was shuddering over tho 
audacious act of tho young man by tho name 
of Wolkenline.
